BEAVER LAKE. 

E. Carey returned from Beaver lake on 
Thursday, having purchased 30 fat steers 
from R. Logan of the Beaver lake stock 
ranch. Mr Logan has about 300 cattle and 
ray horses, besides a large band of sheep. 
Harvest is about commencing at the lake. 
1). Mackenzie of the west side has barley 
which was sowed on June 2nd_ and was ripe 
and ready to cut on August 2nd, and also 
has wheat which was sown on May 16th and 
will be ready to cut on August 17th. TR. 
Logan has black oats 80 ripe that they are 
chelling out. There was little or no snow at 
the lake last winter and no rain except a 
couple of showers this summer untila weck 
aco. Still the crop is very good, especially 
Mackenzie’s “hich is on high ground a short 
jistanee back from the Iake. Hay is more 
ceiree than usual owing to the dry weather 
hut very little is needed as most of last 
eeason’s hay is on hand yet,very little having 
heen fed last winter. Messrs, Pruden and 
Lovan have corn from seed grown by them- 
selves last year which will ripen early this 
season, It is a small Manstoba variety. 
Although several creeks carrying a large 
vmount of water run into the lake from the 
Beaver hills, no water runs out and the lake 
is decreasing in depth. The Beaver river, as 
the outlet of the lake is called, is dry, The 
people of the Beaver lake settlement are very 
anxious to have a road cut threnugh the 
soaver hills to Edmonton, which is less than 
40 miles distant in a direct line, but about 
seventy miles as the present road runs 
around the north end of the hills.

PERMITS, 

The permit system as at present adminis- 
tered is probably the most objectionable 
feature of the Northwest liquor law. In the 
first place it isimpossible that any single 
otticial, however wise and willing, can from 
hisown knowledge or on fnformation at his 
disposal, discriminate properly in the grant- 
ing or witholding of permits. Inthe second 
place, give the arbitrary power to any man 
and it is alinost certain to be used arbitrarily, 
tothe discredit of the law and the dissatis- 
faction of the public. The following is a 
case in which it has been so used: The 
members of the firm of Norris & Carey, Ed- 
monton, have been in the habit of keeping 
liquor for personal use under permit, ever 
since permits became necessary, and never 
were refused permits on making application, 
or ever accused of abusing the permit privi- 
lege. On November 19th of last year BE. F. 
Carcy sent for a permit for 4gallons of liquor, 
enclosing the fees. The permit was refused 
without any reason being given and the 
money returned, At once arecommendation 
frou Insp. Pierev, (the Mounted police 

ffooer in charge at Edmonton) was seecared 
ud the application re-forwarded with the 
required enclosure. Mr, Carey has never 
heard of either the application or the money 
since. On December 10th J. Norris, sr., 
applied for a permit, enclosing the necessary 
>2,and has never heard since of either appli- 
cation ormoney. On July 7th of this year 
Mr. Norris again applied for a permit, and 
on July 16th Mr. Carey sent an application 
fora permit to a friend in Regina requesting 
him tocall upon the lieutenant governor 
with the application and ask for a permit or 
for areason why it would not be granted. 
The last mail brought back both applications 
retused and a letter of explanation from Mr. 
Carey’s friend running as follows: ‘The 
reasonof not haying given you a permit was 
‘hatit had been reported to him (the lieuten- 
st governor) by the police that the large 
votity of liquor they had seized and de- 
ved (a seizure made at Broadview last 
er) was consigned to Norris & Carey, 
ltinonton, and in the face of this fact he 

uld not grant permits to them. However 
'wonld not do for him to explain his reasons 
to your” Tf Norris & Carey were in any way 
responsible for the presence in theircar of 
toc seized liquor alluded to (a notorious case) 
were they pot prosecuted as the law pro 
les’ and if they were not responsible for it 
should they be held so by the lieutenant 
<o\erhor, without being given the oppor- 
‘ity to clear themselves of the charge. If
